Alcohol awareness - hospitalized 
Curbing the problem driver tot aimee

The Wilmington Police 
Department and the Governor's 
Highway Safety Bureau were at the 
Wilmington Knights of Columbus 
last Wednesday to promote alcohol 
awareness. 

The program was designed to 
promote awareness among bar and 
restaurant owners, waitpersons, 
bartenders, and package store 
owners of liquor liability laws for 
alcohol servers. 

The Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureau, through its’ awareness 
program, is seeking to curb the 
problem of drunk driving in the 
Commonwealth by incorporating 
the cooperation of those who sell 
liquor. 

The program featured Attorney 
Ronald Beitman, who specializes 
in liquor liability cases. Beitman 
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spoke of the risks involved for 
establishments serving alcohol, and 
ways those risks may be 
minimized. 

The main focus of the program 
was drunk driving and its’ relation 
to responsible alcohol dispensing. 

According to the law firm Distin, 
Babitsky, Latimer and Beitman, 
“over the past ten years more than 
a quarter million Americans have 
lost their lives in alcohol related 
crashes." 

Liability in cases stemming from 
alcohol related motor vehicle 


accidents now extends to bars, 
restaurants, package stores, and, 
more recently, social hosts, 
including employers. 

Servers of alcohol may protect 
themselves and their clienicle by 
adhering to basic policies as 
suggested by Beitman. 

These include the removal of 
large "specialty drink 
particularly scorpion bowls; 
eliminating t-shirts, signs and 
slogans that suggest your 
establishment functions towards 
intoxicating its’ patrons. 


Police ask help in

"A police department is only as 
good as the people who report to 
it, " says Lt. Bob Spencer of the 
Wilmington Police Department.

If you plan on going on vacation, 
Spencer warns, "have a neighbor 
pick-up your mail and newspapers, 
have someone cut your lawn;

Don't leave tell-tale signs that you 
are not home." 

“We're in bad cconomic times 
and there is more theft than I 
would care to have,” Lt. Spencer 
said, adding that the Wilmington 
Police Department is “doing what 
we can with the resources we 
have."

Water, sewer 
rates going up 


The Water & Sewer Commission 
at their meeting of Thursday, June 
10, voted to set the FY 1994 rates 
at $2.83 per hundred cubic feet for 
water and $4.53 per hundred cubic 
feet for sewer. This is a 10.5% 
increase in the water rate and a 
6.1% increase in the sewer rate. 
The average annual bill, based on 
12,000 cubic feet, will be $339.60 
for water and $543.60 for sewer. 
This is an increase of $32.40 
annually for water and $31.20 
annually for sewer. Chairman Noel 
Baratta praised the management of 
the department for the efforts to 
increase efficiency and reduce 
operation costs. He blamed the 
water rate increase on a decrease in 
consumption and an increase in the 
dept service payment schedule. 

The sewer rate increase is due to 
an increase in the MWRA 
assessment, Superintendent Paul 
Niman cited a need for rate relief 
in the form of both federal and 
state fundjng for the Boston 
Harbor Clean-Up Project.

If there's good news for Wilmington and Tewksbury in the ,> 
recently enacted education reform bill, it has been hidden, > 
carefully behind a pile of bad news. 

For starters, Wilmington stands to gain $272,172 in state sd 
education aid, but only if the town first votes a school budget |? 
that is $592,689 higher than the present fiscal year. The new 
school budget is fortunately up, but falls short of the state * 
expectation. 

The same money, problem exists in Tewksbury where the 
Commonwealth will hold out a carrot of $738,287 in exchange | , 
for a whopping school budget hike of $667,199. i 

"The bill is ‘absurd because it totally violates home rule," said yy 
Shawsheen Tech Superintendent Charles Lyons. Lyons, who is 
also a selectman in Arlington, said the education plan authored .i); 
by legislative leaders Mark Roosevelt and Tom Birmingham is 
unfair because it "bails out" cities and towns which cut their 'W 
school budgets over past years while "penalizing communities \ 
that maintained school funding. "If you victimize kids over the’ 
years, your budget gets a lot of money, and if you treated kids *” 
with dignity and compassion by funding schools, you get coal in 
your stockings," said Lyons. 

The ironic premises behind the education reform bill is that ‘ 
the school should increase its' financial aid to local school 
systems which have historically been managed at the local level. 
Presently, of the $5 billion spent in Massachusetts on public 
education, $1.2 billion comes from the state. Under the new.,.(: 
school bill, the state's burden is modestly increased to only $1.4) i 
billion, with the burden by far still remaining on the breaking 
backs of municipal budgets. "The problem is that you can't pay, 
for 25 percent of something and demand to have 100 percent of ) 
the say,” said Lyons, 7 

State Rep. Rob Krekorian (R) is one of a handful of legislators’ 
who opposed the education reform package, because it "failed to’ * 
appropriate money" and will have a negative impact because it 
pits the municipal side of local budgets against the school side. 
"I don't think there was enough attention paid to what impact ,,, 
this can have on the municipal side of the budget in terms of | 
police and fire," said Krekorian, "For the communities I 
represent, structural reform without money will do nothing to ‘i 
enhance the quality of education." 3 

This so-called town side, school debate is nothing new to 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, ‘where such confrontations’ ate” 
almost’common'plact’ at town meetings:""The new ‘edivacion.” 
reform bill will only exacerbate this problem, because , 
communities will have to make cuts in other municipal services ,,» 
to meet the new and reasonable funding requirements of the .”, 
State's education law. 

Another down side to the legislation is how it intensifies the 1s 
attack on the traditional powers of local school committees. .10 
Critics like Charlie Lyons see a syndrome developing on Beacon 
Hill, where education leaders like Rep. Roosevelt and Sen, ‘! 
Birmingham are convinced that every Bay State school \” 
committee emulates the controversial committees which were 
infamous in Chelsea and Boston. "Because school committees 
didn't work in Chelsea and Boston, Birmingham and Roosevelt 
decided they don't work anywhere else," said Lyons. 

Geoff Beckwith, a former local legislator who now heads the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association, said the education reform 
bill is good and bad depending on your perspective. "If you're 
just spending more money on the schools, no matter what, it's a 
good bill; but if you're for allowing officials and voters to make 
reasoned judgments about how to spend their own money, then 
the bill is deeply flawed." Education reform has matured from a 
minor political speaking point of years ago to a front bummer ~} 
issue of today. For this reason, legislators in Boston agonized to | 
pass some semblances of education reform to address the 
modern problems of public education. However, eroding local 
control and threatening the maintenance of other municipal. 
budget line items is not the way to go.

Cranberries in 1790 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Joe Aubut is a well known 
resident of Tewksbury. He owns a 
store on Main Street, And, like 
hundreds of other Tewksbury 
residents he enjoys reading the 
stories in the Town Crier, 

On March 24 the Town Crier had 
a story about the old cranberry 
bogs of Wilmington. Old 
cranberry bogs were described, 
one of them being the Shawsheen 
Avenue bog, now no longer under 
cultivation. This writer guessed it 
is about 200 years old. 

Joe is a gentleman who likes to 
delve into old books. He came 
across a story about a month ago 
which described the experiences of 
4 young man who brought some 
cranberries to Boston, back in the 
1790s. The book had been printed 
in Boston, back in 1851, and Joe 
realized that this might be some 
information for Larz. 

The book has now .been turned 
over to the "tender mercies" of this 
writer, 

“The New England Farmer" was 
4 semi monthly journal, something 
like a newspaper, which told of 
Agriculture, Horticulture, and 
their kindred arts and sciences." It 
reported on activities about 
agricultural and farming, in the 
Mass State House, and from 
correspondents far and wide. Mr.

Silas Brown, living in what is now 
the Harnden Tavern, was a 
correspondent, as were other men, 

The item which had caught Joe's 
eye was written in May 1851 by 
James Walker of Fryeburg Island, 
Maine. 

James told of taking cranberries 
from Wilmington to Boston on 
horseback, back in 1790 or 
thereabouts. Cranberries, he 
declared, were a "spontaneous 
production of the meadows of 
Wilmington." 

That was the phrase which caught 
Joe Aubut's eye. 

James told of going through 
Woburn, and that place known as 
Newbridge, which is now called 
North Woburn. The Thompson 
families, it turned out, "had plenty 
of cranberries. Their farms were 
off Elm Street. James, when he got 
to Boston was unable to sell any 
cranberries, 

It just so happens that this writer, 
many years ago traced the family 
of which he as a member. The 
Walker family landed in Lynn in 
1630, lived in what is now 
Wakefield and/or Stoneham, and 
arrived in Woburn about 1660, 
Interesting. They moved into the 
"Maple Meadow Plain" about 1680, 
and constructed the home in which 
Stanley and George Webber lived,

James Walker of Fryeburg 


Island, Maine was born Jan. 3, 
1772, in the home which was 
known to everyone as the Alden 
Eames house, on Shawsheen 
Avenue, Wilmington, and which 
burned down sometime about 
1971. It had been constructed 
Shortly after 1730 by the Walker 
family of Wilmington. 

His father was Timothy Walker 
and his mother was born Eunice 
Brewster of Duxbury, Mass. James 
was less than two and a half years 
old on Concord Day, when his 
father marched with other 
members of the Wilmington 
militia, to fight the British. 

He evidently moved from 
Wilmington just prior to 1800 

The Walker School, recently 
destroyed, was named for two men 
who were born after James had 
moved.

Still, he hopes to one day see 
the Wilmington High School Solar 
Car entered in the Tour de Sol, a 
Boston to Burlington, Vermont 
solar car race.

That car went 22 
miles on a single charge, compared 
to the 27 achieved by Mr. Mills’ 
class’ effort.

1 tsp. soy sauce 

1 tsp. A-1 Steak Sauce 

and a sprinkling each of: 

Ground clove Chili powder 
Allspice Parsley flakes 
Celery salt Sage 
Cayenne pepper Marjoram 
Tabasco Rosemary 
Black pepper and Basil 


Variation of spices is allowed, but 
no mustard. Also, this is the first 
time ever that measurements have 
been given, so distrust them.

be enough sauce for two chickens 
of average size. The sauce should 
be fairly thick, with catsup or beer 
to thicken or thin it, respectively. 
This sauce works best on chicken, 
but it also goes well over ribs.

Use a medium heat barbecue, and 
set the grating to medium height. It 
will take about a half-hour to cook 
the chicken, depending upon heat. 
Since the chicken is parboiled, it's 
nearly cooked already. Your goal 
with the barbeque is to flavor the 
meat and heat it up. Parboiling also 
means no "red" along the bone, and 
raw chicken is’easy to undercook. 
With a basting brush, cover the 
“meat” side of the chicken with the 
barbeque sauce, then place it meat 
side down on the grill. Don't miss 
any spots. After all the pieces are 
on the grill, brush the "bone" side 
(up side) with sauce. This "meat 
side-bone side" trick helps you to 
keep track of which side is facing 
the heat, to prevent overcooking. 
All pieces are either face up or face 
down at the same time. Simple, 
Tum the chicken over when the 
down side begins to blacken. The 
sugar in the sauce means the meat 
(actually the sauce) blackens easily 
so don't get upset by it. Just brush 
extra sauce onto the blackened parts 
and carry on. If the entire piece is 
solid black, lower the heat or turn 
the chicken more often, and again 
add extra sauce. A little blackening 
is needed, but too much is a no-no, 
Swab sauce into all the little nooks 
and crannies.

Labor Day weckend, 1994, may be 
a very busy time in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

Tewksbury selectmen on Tuesday 
night heard a proposal to bring the 
national softball league playoffs to 
the two towns next fall, if the details 
can be worked out. 

Wilmington developer Jay Tighe, 
representing the Amateur Softball 
Association, said at least five fields 
in Tewksbury will be needed over 
the Labor Day weekend in 1994 for 
the playoffs, and another six fields 
in Wilmington will be used as well. 

Tighe said some 80 teams made up 
of 1,800 players will be taking part 
in the playoffs on 11 ficlds in both 
towns, along with SO umpires and 
officials. Up to 4,000 spectators per 
day can be expected to visit the 11 
fields, which will s total of 150 
playoff games from September 1 to 
5, 1994. 

The business benefits to the town 
would be enormous, Tighe said. The 
playoffs would fill 700 to 800 motel 


rooms per night, and he added that 
"you won't be able to sit down ina 
restaurant in town all weekend." 

Tighe said four fields at Living- 
ston Street park are being eyed, 
along with the Thomas E. Conlon 
ballfield on Victor Drive. He added 
that the Elks field off South Surect 
might also be put to use. Existing 
sod infields would be torn up, Tighe 
said, and replaced with all stone-dust 
infields for the duration of the soft- 
ball playoffs. League regulations 
call for only stone-dust infields, but 
the sod would be replaced after the 
playoffs are done, he said 

However, Tighe said he wants the 
town to waive the tental fee for the 
fields, and that other details such as 
traffic are being worked out with 
the town manager. Tighe said the 
requires 50 percent of the gate 
receipts, adding that he is personally 
financing the playoffs in Tewksbury 
and Wilmington, 

Selectman Chairman Tom Conlon 
asked the town manager to issuc a 
plan for the playoff proposal within 
a few months.

The same fish food, day after day 


by Bill Conlon 

Fish, like humans, commonly eat 
the same thing over and over again, 

Sure, a lobster dinner is nice once 
in a while, but I'll bet you sit down 
to chicken at least ten times for each 
session with the nutcrackers and the 
melted butter. Some foods are just 
staples, and we come to rely on them 
for our daily fuel requirements. 

The same applies to fish, 

As a rule of thumb (but hardly an 
absolute), fish eat the same food, day 
after day. 

And for the best chances to catch 
fish, you'll want to show them what 
they expect to see, The occasional 
mouse might make an amusing meal 
for a big bass, but there are dozens 
of minnows gulped down for every 
field mouse slurped off the surface. 

So give 'em what they want! Put 
native minnows in front of a native 
bass and something fun is probably 
going to happen. 

Luckily, native bait in plentiful in 
Massachusetts, With a little time and 
effort, there is no reason to pay for 
minnows, and the store-bought fish 
won't work half so well as the native 
varieties you can catch for free, 

The Division of Fisheries & Wild- 
life permits any licensed angler to 
take minnows for bait (although the 
synopsis of the laws does not tell you 
which species are out of bounds. The 
list of protected species is arcane and 
bizarre, with no descriptions of the 
protected fish given.) 

Around here, we have a common 
species of pond shiner that inhabits 
the shallows in schools of up to 100, 
little flesh-tone numbers that make 
irresistable bait. The Concord River 
boasts schools of thick-bodied silver 
shiners that pike can't resist, and the 
Merrimack River features an even 
wider variety of baitfish: Just sit 
and watch, and you'll see schools of 
minnows swim by, all-for free! 

The Division says licensed anglers 
may catch their own baitfish with a 
rectangular net up to 36 square feet 
in area, a curcular net not to exceed 
six feet in diameter, or a “fish trap" 
with openings of one inch or less. 

. All three devices work very well, 
after a little practice. 

Rectangular nets are often put in 
one location, then the minnows are 
chased into it, or else you can use it 
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to just scoop up a school of shiners if 
the net is attached to a pole, Easy. 

Circular nets are often tossed, just 
like you see in National Geographic 
specials, and there is a plastic device 
on the market to make throwing the 
net easier. The edges of the net are 
weighted, and when the weighted net 
is placed into this plastic dish, it can 
be flipped and "spun" all at once. 
The weights spread the net out in 
flight, and the net lands on the water 
already spread, trapping everything 
beneath it. 

The simplest, and laziest, way to 
catch minnows is a fish tap. We've 
got a glass fish trap at home, but the 
wire mesh models work just as well. 
Simple put the fish trap in a shallow 
spot, and check it from time to time. 


Silver Lake in Wilmington boasts 
a good population of pond shiners, 
and you can often sce schools of the 
little darlin's swimming in unision 
in the sandy shallows, These flesh- 
tone wonders drive fish wild, and I 
enjoyed an afternoon once in which 
I used up a whole bucket of pond 


shiners, without a single one making 
it all the way down to the bottom, 
Everything from bass and pickerel 
to sunfish and perch inhaled the litle 
minnows. 

Be advised that pond shiners and 
especially river shiners have higher 
oxygen needs than the Arkansas and 
emerald shiners available in bait 
shops. Keep the water oxygenated, 
and cold if possible, and they should 
do nicely.

Did you grow up in a family in 
which you suffered abuse, neglect, 
emotional or physical 
abandonment?

Through a 
combination of handouts, tapes, 
group exercises, and sharing of life 
experiences,the group will help 
clarify the past and its continuing 
effect on present day living.

Individuals such as Torres 
have been responsible for grief 
among many families, most of 
whom say goodbye forever to 
their prized possessions when a 
housebreak is discovered. Some 
of those possessions - stereos 
and televisions can be 


replaced, albeit at some cost, 
but wedding rings and other 
items with sentimental value 
usually cannot. 

How does someone protect 
against thieves and burglars? 
Well, since the average person

cannot afford to stay home all 
day and be a security guard, the 
logical solution would be to pay 
someone - or something - else to 
do it for you.

and “interior protection,” featur- 
ing motion sensors, are recom- 
mended, A keypad located 
beside your front door allows 
you to arm the system. 

Prices can range anywhere 
from $300 up to $5,000, with the 
high end being for the Fort 
Knox-type protection seen in 
mansions and extravagant 
homes. On the average, a home 
security shopper can expect to 
pay between $1,000 and $2,000 
for a quality system. A little 
high you say? 

“Your home is probably the 
biggest investment you're ever 
going to make, so to spend 
between $1,000 and $2,500 is not 
a lot of money,” Wiswall said. 
“Some people say ‘I can’t 
believe it costs that much to put 
an alarm in,’ and they’ll be sit- 
ting right next to a $4,000 stereo. 
Where's the logic there?” 

Home security systems can 
certainly be had for less than 
these figures, but the adage 
“You get what you pay for” 
always seems to creep its ugly 
head up. Large companies, such 
as ADT or Honeywell, advertise 
that they can install a system 
that will not break your piggy- 
bank. 

However, those companies 
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are looking to “get in and get 
out,” and pick up high monthly 
charges, according to Wiswall. 
He said their average monthly 
charge for central-station moni- 
toring is between $25-35, when it 
really should be $18. 

Prices aside, the main prob- 
lem today with most home 
alarms armed for central-sta- 
tion monitoring is that an expe- 
rienced thief can render a sys- 
tem useless by cutting phone 
lines. By doing so, there can be 
no communication to the police 
station. 

Wakefield Police Sergeant 
Gerald Curran, who works in 
the department's detective divi- 
sion, recalled a recent case 
when a burglar cut phone lines. 
He said the home-owner suf- 
fered a “substantial loss.” 

Despite the problem, says 
Sgt. Curran, “It’s better than the 
alternative of not having an 
alarm.” 

But not to worry - alarm sys- 
tems can be equipped so that if 
lines are cut, a radio transmis- 
sion will immediately be sent to 
police. The radio call is new and 
would be an additional feature 
to most systems.

alarms. They used to be solely a 
problem for police departments 
and towns. Police wasted time 
responding to the false alarm, 
and the town ended up footing 
the hill 

Today, most towns charge 
fees for numerous false alarms. 
Usually, a person will be allowed 
three per year, but after that, 
they are billed in $25 incre- 
ments. The fourth of the year 
will cost $25, the next $50, and 
so on. Wiswall says people must 
learn about their systems right 
away. 

“I think you'll see that most 
false alarms are created in the 
first week or two of using the 
system,” Wiswall said. “If things 
are done properly, you can keep 
your false alarms to a mini- 
mum. He explained*that there 
are four factors to reduce false 
alarms: proper installation; 
quality of equipment; time spent 
instructing the subscriber; and 
monitoring by police (central 
station). 

For people who want alarm 
systems, but cannot afford to get 
into the central-station monitor- 
ing, there are alternatives. 
While not as effective as the 
more elaborate systems, the 
basic loud alarm can sometimes 
be enough to scare off a would- 
be burglar. 

In addition, having security 
stickers pasted on doors or win- 
dows can be successful. It would 
obviously be impossible to deter- 
mine how many breaks door 
stickers have prevented, but 
even if one burglar approached 
a house, saw the sticker, and 
decided to stay away, then it has 
done its job. 

Yard signs serve the same 
purpose. A burglar may not even 
get past your lawn if he or she 
sees a security sign in the lawn.
